i'l.ACE OF WOUSIIIP IN LONDON — THE 

"XEW chapel" in the city road, 

FOBJIEKELY TUB HEAD CIIORCH OP 
LONDON METHODISM. 



(By cable to th» N. Y. IlcraW ) 

London, Dec. 8. — By the firo on 
Sunday which threatened the total des- 
truction of " the Wesleyan Chapel in 
City road, London, tlie main chapel 
was greatly injured and tho historic 
building, Wesley's pulpit, was saved. 
Tho beautiful frescoed ceiling is irre- 
parably injured and great doubts aro 
entertained whether tho rooE . of .the 
structure can • be {restored. The old 
chapel thus nearlyj destroyed deserves 
more than a passing notice, connected 
as it is so intimately with the history 
and development of tho jMethodist 
Church in London. "For five and 
thirty years," says the Bey. It;Tyer- 
maun, "Wesley and hjs friends -had 
worshipped in 'tho old Foundery' '(in 
Windmill street), Here hundreds, 
perhaps thousands, had been converted; 
but as tho building was only held on 
lease, they were now in danger of los- 
ing it." On October 15th, 1770, 
Wesley wrote to his brbther:— "Oh 
Friday I hope to bo in London, and to 
talk with the committeo about build- 
ing a now foundery." Fivo months 
afterward the great reform or started 
tho first subscription, and inthrcemeot- 
ings raised upward of §5,000. In the 
following Novemter the buililiiig plans 
were agreed upon, and in April, 1777, 
Wesley laid tho foundation stone, 
and on Sunday, November 1, 1778, he 
opened tho new chapel by preaching 
in the morning on part of Solomon's 
prayer at the dedication of the temple. 
He wrote at tho time ; "It is perfectly 
neat, but not fine, and contains far 
more people than the Foundery." 
Says the Rev. Mr. Tyeriiiann further : 
"Tho chapel in City roud will alway.s 
•stand as a thanksgiving monument, 
raised not by the London Methodists 
mereh' but by the Methodists through- 
out tho three kingdoms. The days of 
the old Foundery have long been end- 
ed. The Now Chapel still stands, and, 
we trust, will ever stand, by far the 
most sacred and attractive edifice in 
the Methodist world. Not for a hun- 
dred pretentious Gothic structures 
would tho Methcdist of tho oldeu type 
give up this. Though its ceiling may 
be somewhat low, yet, taken as a 
whole, its architecture, for neatnes.? 
and commodiousness and solidity, h.ts 
been but rarely equalled by llio more 
pretentious Methodist buildings of the 
present day. For many a year the 
chapel in City road was tho head of 
Loudon Methodism j and, though there 
are now nioi-o than than twenty heads, 
all owe a respectful obeisance to this. 
Hail to old City road ! When %vo 
think of tho ministers who have oc- 
cupied its pews, of the dead resting in 
graves around its walls and of the in- 
teresting events which make up its 
story, we feel that of all the Metho- 
dist meeting houses in existence — 
Gothic or otherwise, marble or inwd- 
den — there is not one equal to this.'' 

XITDESOBXBABLB EOBEOR. 

A Tximar Sail Buraed->Sovoral Per- 
sons Burned to Boath, 

(Dl.^li.atcli to tha Ore(,'onl.in.J 

New York, Jan. 3. — A firo broke 
out this morning in the basement of 
the Turner hotel, East Fourth street, 
occupied by William Winkle as a ball 
room, and when tho Haines were ex- 
tinguished, Wni. Geib, aged 10 vfai'.i; 
Louis Schmidt, aged 30, 11 eniy Gclin- 
eiter, aged 25, and Teresa Erhai-dt, aged 
25, were found on the top floor dead. 
Winkle and wife were badly burned 
and scut to the hospital. Annie Bauer 
received internal injuries by jumping 
fi-om the fourth stoiy window, and was 
badly burned about the li.'iuds and face. 
The damage to building and Btock was 
about SI 2,000. 

There were no firo escapes attached 
to the building. It was not until the 
thumping of the firemen's axes on tho 
boards in a line over their heads echoed 
through the house that the men and 
women underneath were roused to 
learn their danger. Streaais of water 
were now directed into the building, 
and the firemen's work began to toll, 
but their attention was demanded in 
another direction. 

From the elevated portions of tho 
central part of the building cries and 
shouts for help wore licard, and the 
firemen cut through thereof and sides 
till they gained an entrance to the gar- 
ret, filled with smoke and charred by 
the flamos that led up from rnftf^r to 
rafter. There, in tho rooms on tlio 
east side, h.ad slept Geo. MuUer, Er- 
nest and Herman Ruhl, Meyer and 
Henry Gohrwoiler, and Louis Schmidt, 
waiters.

The Great Stor.m. — Tho storm which 
visited this city on Thursday night seems 
to have extended to all parts of Washing- 
ton Territory. Advices received here 
yesterday per steamer Isabel state that 
the fall of snow at Seattle was extremely 
heavy and that at many points alon,^ 
Pugat Sound the snow is not less than five 
foot deep. At the former place buildings 
have been damaged • and serious losses 
have resulted. A blacksmith's shop own- 
ed by Mr. Chos. McDonald which had 
just been re-erected was crushed to the 
grounsl. Tho engine room, containing 
sonie machinery, was fortunately left 
standing, but the loss is heavy, as 
tho tools and machinery ai'o considerably 
damaged. A valuable awninjg m front of 
Colman'a brick building facing on Mill 
street was torn down by the fury of tho 
storm, as were several other awnings in 
different quarters of the town. The roof 
of Yeslor's Hall partly succumbed to the 
weight of the suow-and a stable situate on 
Capt. Marshall's wharf wont down, carry- 
ing with it a quantity of hay and other 
contents. A largo building, situate on 
Commercial street, occupied by Messrs. 
Phelps it Wadloigh, was observed to be in 
a dangerous condition and for a time it 
was diflioult to obtain men willing to risk 
their lives in the attempt to clear the roof 
of so high a structure. Squire's opera 
house and other buildings had to bo re- 
lieved of tho weight of snow in order to 
prosorve them from destruction. A'^essels 
dragged their anchors and for a time wore 
in imminent peril. In this city tho sever- 
ity of tlio woathor continues without any 
indication of moderating. Indeed, yes- 
terday afternoon there was every appear- 
ance of ft further heavy downfall. Snow 
fell at intervals, tho barometer was very 
low and tho thorinometer registered six 
degrees of frost. At 12 o'clock last night 
snow was falling rapidly and tho sky was 
overcast with lowering clouds.

The priest Admed Tcwfik is to 
be removed temijorarily to a town in 
the interior to secure him against possi- 
ble popular violence, Tho minister of 
police has given satisfactory explana- 
tion regarding tho trnatmoiit of Mr. 
Kohlcr and the priest. 

The Porto has sent n dispatch to its 
representatives abroad denying tho 
statement telegraphed December 26, 
from 'Vienna, to the effect that tho 
Albanians were expressing their dis- 
satisfaction at tho cession of Guzinjo 
and Plava to Montcnegi'o by plunder- 
ing and burning Greek churches £\nd 
houses of Christians in Prizend. On 
the contrary perfect order reigns in 
Prizend and in the towns nearest to 
tho Montenegrin frontier. 

Paris, Jan. 2. — The flood in the 
Seine is becoming very sorioua Great 
blocks of floating ice made a clean 
breach of 200 feet in tho temporary 
wooden bridge opposite the Invalides.

Adjutant Baronoff, Russi.-iii com- 
mander of tho gunboat Vesta, during 
the Russo-Turkish war, court-martialed 
and dismissed from service for using 
insulting language in reference to the 
minister of marine, has presented no- 
tice of appeal against the judgment of 
the court. It is said the ministry of 
marine has presented the petition for 
the remission of the sentence and his 
own resignation simultaneously. 

Berlin, Jan. 5. — ^The condition of 
the czarina is much worse. 

Dublin, Jan. .'5. — A very serious af- 
fray occurred on Friday between the 
constabulary and Galwuy peasants, 
during which the police fired upon the 
people; but nobody was injured. Gal- 
way county is in a very disturbed con- 
dition. Two hundred extra policemen 
Iiave been drafted there. 

London, Jan. b. — The North Gei-- 
mau Lloyd steamer Hansa, from New 
York, Dec. 19, for Bremen, has gone 
ashoro on Tcrschclling, an island in the 
North sea. There are no particulars. 

Berlin, .Jan. f). — A dispatch an- 
nouncss tho death of Augusts Hefiiter, 
an eminent German juris consul. 

Paris, Jan. 5. — Chas. Henry De 
Blcville, French dramatist, is dead. 

LiECiE, Jan. 5. — Ferdinand Piiiaux, 
the Belgian historian, is dead. 

Vienna, Jan. 5. — Notwithstanding 
the peaceful precessions of Russia she 
has ordered the war ofHce to prepare 
for the use of the nrmy as many 
breechloaders as possible. A trust- 
worthy correspondent who has just re- 
turned from a visit to the larger towns 
of Russian Poland, says these towns 
are full of Russian troops all armed. 
The order for the preparation of . breech- 
loader^ probably has reference to the 
new expedition of Merv. 

London, Jan. 6. — The Daily Tele- 
tjravh vouches for tho trustworthiness 
of the communication dated Kocnigs- 
burg, Dec. 31, asserting that tho distri- 
bution of tho Russian army shows a 
striking convergence towards the west- 
ern portion of the cmpiro and'' that 
Russia's effective forces are being in- 
creased in far greater proportions than 
will be justified by tho object of filling 
vacancies left by the Rus.so-Turkish 
war. Within the past few weeks the 
strong force already quartered in the 
western portion has been increased by 
four divisions of infantry and - one of 
ca-«alry. This raises the force along 
tho western frontier to^noarly one half 
the entire Russian-- army on a peace 
footing. Extensive measures 'of re- 
organization and improvement are pro- 
ceedin in all departments. 

The latest official bulletin announces 
that all tho symptoms in the ease of the 



Empress of Russia are increasingly un- 
favorable. 

Cabul, Jan. 6. — The city is quiet 
and supplies plentiful. Amnfesty has 
been offered to the insurgents, a few 
leaders only excepted. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Boston, Dec. 30. — Mrs. Heleno Jo- 
sephine Ward, living at No. 11 Ham- 
ilton place, with her daughter, aged 19, 
was shot last night, while asleep, and 
died this morning. From what the 
daughter says, it is believed that while 
in a state qf Bomnambulism she shot 
her motheJr,':j'wbo;,occupiecl the same 
room lind'bed.' Misa Ward has been 
arrested, the police believing the crime 
was premeditated.

000. 

Newark, N.J., Jan. 5. — A fearful 
explosion took place this morning in 
tho converting room of the Celluloid 
Manu&cturing^ Company, •by, .which 
throe men were instantly ' killed and 
two others so burned that they cannot 
survive. The workmen were in thoir 
accustomed places when, from an un- 
known cause, tho of tho celluloid 
which is a highly inflammable material, 
suddenly exploded, destroying, a one 
story brick building with all its con- 
tents. 

Cincinnati, O., Dec. 1(5. — The body 
of Mrs. Sarah Mills, a lady of 73 years 
old, was stolen from Pleasant Ridge 
Cemetery on Saturday night Her son 
came to the city in search of the body 
among the medical colleges, and found 
it on tho dissecting table of Piute 
College, with the liead cut off and other- 
wise mutilated. Two students were 
hacking away at the corpse when the 
son entered the room. The body was 
fully identified and surrendered. 

Boston, Jan. 5. — Bishop Gilbert 
Haven, of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, died at the residence of his 
brother in Maiden at 6 o'clock this 
afternoon, after an illness of several 
weeks.

He 
tried to raise a ladder to the window, 
but before ho could do so saw his moth- 
er fall. The house burned like tinder, 
and although tho alarm was at once • 
Bounded the building was almost en- 
tirelj.u$m)sanied, before the fire depart- 
inehi arrived. The bodies were found 
in the ruins burned out of all semblance 
tohumanity and removed to the morgue. 
Tho only theory ofl'ered for the origin 
of the fire is that Eddy was probably 
playing with matches, as ho was in the 
habit of doing when opportunity offer- 
ed, and set the bed clothing and other 
light material in tho room on fire.

A BY-LAW 

TO REGULATE THE ELECTION OF A 
MAYOR AND COUNCILLORS FOR. THE 
CITY OF VICTORU'IRTHE^YMRISM 

WHEREAS. IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
make provision for the Election of a 
Mayor and Blunicipal Councillors for tho 
City of Victoria for tho year 1880. 

Be it TUEiiHFouE ENACTBD by tho Mayor 
and Council of tho Corporation of the City 
of Tiotbriai '. aaVfollows :— w . . : . . . . : 

1. The Election ot a Mayor aiid "Coun- 
cillors for tho Citj'- of A''ictoria, for the 
ynar 1880, shall take phice ou tlio second 
Monday in the ninnth of .January, 1880, 
nnd such election shall commence- at 12 
o'clock, noon. 

2. The nomination of Candidates for 
the respeotive oflicoB of Mayor and Ooun- 
cillors for the said City shall take place at 
tho now City Hall, Douglas street. 

3. Tho Returning Olliccr of Yates Street 
Ward shall, ou tho Becond Monday in 
January, 1880, at noon, nomiii;»tc hucIi 
persons as shall bo put in nomination in 
that behalf by somo duly, t^ualiiicd voter 
.as| candidates for the,"Kud"olfico8,,fa8 ,th 
case ma}' be. A show^of hands*8hall then 
tako place, and the said Returning Officer 
shall thereupon declare which of the can- 
didates for tlio said oflicca has or havo 
been elected by the show of hauda. . 

4. In case a poll bo duly demanded at 
tho election of a Mayor, the vote of the 
electors shall bo takoii.on iHo.. following 
day, at tho now' City Hall, Douglas. Street,! 
in the saiil City of Victoria, and^thot.Baid 
pull shall be open at 10 o'clock. A. iu-; and 
close at 4 o'clock v. .^r. 

5. In cise a i)oU shall bo dulj' demand- 
ed at tho election of Councillors for anj' 
Wartl in tho said City of "\''ictoria, tho 
vote ot the eleot6rs uititled to^rotq in such 
Ward shall be taken on the 'day following 
tho nomination at the following idacea, 
that is to .s:iy: In ,Iohn.soii Street Ward, 
nt tho now City TTiiU, Dou^'la.s .street, in 
tho said City; in Yates Street Ward, at 
the Police Barracks, Ba.stion street, in tho 
said City; in James Bay Ward, at the old 
Council Chambers, Gpyemment.ntr^ot^ in 
tho said City; and tho said poll 'shall ho 
opened at 10 o'clock a. m. and closed at 4 
o'clock p. .M. 

0. In case of a pull at an election for 
Mayor or Councillors tho votes shall be 
given by ballot. 

7. The ballot of each voter shall con- 
sist of a paper [in this By-law called a bal- 
lot paper] sho'n'ing tho names and occupa- 
tions of tlio candidates for tho offico of 
Counoiilor. In Yates Street Ward, in 
addition to Bucli ballot paper, there shall 
be an additional ballot paper showing tho 
names and descriptions of tho candidates 
fortho office of Mayor; each ballot paper 
shall have a number i»iated on the!.biac1c 
and shall h.ive attached a coiiriterfoil with' 
the same number printed on the face, ki 
the time of voting the ballot paper shall 
bo marked on both sides -ivith an official 

. mark ami delivered to tho voter ■within 
the polling station, and tho number of 
such voter on tho Register or List of Mu- 
nicipal Voters. shaUvbe m.irkod on the 
counterfoil, and the voter, having secretly 
marked his vote on the paper nnd folded 
it up so .as to conceal his vote, shall pl.ace 
it in a closed box in tho presence of tho 
Ofiicer presiding . at the polling station 
after having sho.wn to him the official mark 
on tho back. 

8. Any, ballot paper which has not on 
the back the official mark, or on which 
votes arc given tn more candidates ' th.in 
tho voter is entitled to vote for, or on 
which anything oscopt the said number' 
on the back is written or'imorited by 
which tho vote ain he identified,' shall be 
void and not counted. 

9. After tlie close of tho poll, the ballot 
boxes shall bo closed tip so as to prevent 
tho insertion of additional ballot papers 
and Bhall be taken charge of by tho Re- 
turning Ofiicer for Yates Street Ward and 
that otticur shall,' in tho presence of such 
of the candidates as may bo in attendance 
or their agents, .and of the Returning 
Officer, open tho ballot boxes at tho new 
Council Chambers, Dougl.ts street, in the 
said Citj', and ascertain the result of tho 
poll b}' counting tho votes given to each 
candidate, and shall forthwith declare to 
bo elected the candidates or candidate 'to 
whom fcho,, majority of votes have been 
given. f 

10. Where an equality of votes is found 
to exist between any candidates at an elec- 
tion, and the addition of a vote would 
entitle any of such cjindidatcs to bo de- 
clared elected, tho Returning Officer shall 
give sucli additional vote, but shall lipfi,' 
in any other case, be entitled to'' vote 'at 
an election for which he is Returning 
Officer. 

11. And for tho purpose of regulating 
tho mode of procedure at such election; 
and of conducting tho said polls, section 
one of tho By-La w entitled "A ByrLawto 
regulate the electipn 'of . a ,Mayor arid 
Councillors for the city of Victoria in tlie 
year 1875," Commencing: If any candi- 
dato nominated during tho time .ippoint-

To Amend Bylaw No. l,for Ihe Protection 
of the City against Fire. 

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
amend tho Bylaw " For the,;Proteo- 
tion of tho City against Fire," dated the 
tliird day of October, 18G3; 

Be it therf.foke e.vacted by the Major 
and Corporation of the City of Victoria as 
follows:—^- . .V - • 

• 1 . Sections 7 and 10 of the said Bylaw 
are hereby repealed. 

2. Tho walls of all chiinnios shall not 
be less than four (4) inches in thickneai, 
built of brick laid in good lime mortar, 
,ill joints being 'vvell flushed. 

3. All flues shall pargetted throughout; 
th c coating shall riot be ' less ' than , three* 
eighths of an inch in thickness. ' ,' 

4 .\11 outer joints of chimneys shaH'be 
tiat-jointod with strong limo mortar ;ini» 
mediately after tho erection thereof. . ' 

5. No joists, bond timber, or wood jot 
any kind shall bo allowed to enter or 'reti 
upon the brick work of any chimnoy. j 

C. The' tops' of all chimneys shall be at 
least four feet from any woodwork. 

7. If any chimney shall be deemed by 
tho Mayor and Council to bo un.safo it 
shall be lawful for the Mayor and Coun- 
cil to order tho same to bo taken, do'wn,, 
and it shall bo tho duty of the person 
owning the said chimney or occupying the 
house or premises whereon the same may 
be to take down such chimney within 
three d.\ys .after he sh.all havo been order- 
ed to do so. 

8. That any person guilty of any in- 
fraction of any of the provisions of this 
Byla'w, or of disobedience to any order 
made in pursuance hereof, shall, on con- 
viction before the Police Magistrate or 
other Justice of tho Peace for tho said 
City, forfeit, at tho discroti(m of tho Po- 
lice Magistrate or Justice of tho Peace 
convicting, a sum of money not exceeding. 
§25 for each offijnce, tbgother.r-TOUi.'flie ; 
costs of prosecution, and ' iti ' default' of , 
paj'mcnt of any such fine, together with 
costs of prosecution, it shall be lawful for 
the Police Magistrate or other Justice of 
the Peace convicting as aforesaid to issue 
his or their wnrr.ant to levy the amount, 
of fine and costs by distress and sale of' 
tho oflfenderV^oodB and chattels,' and !, in:, 
case no siiffi'cieht distress to" satisfy thet 
amount of fino and costs shall be found,, 
it shall bo lawful for tho Police Magis- 
trate or Justice of the Peace as aforesaid!
